vented by Julius Caesar in 45 B. 
C., he figured the length of the 
year at 365 days 5 hours 49 min- 
utes and 12 seconds, which would 
make an error of about twenty-'1 


four 
hours every 
3,000 years. 


This was a vast improvement over 
Caesar's Julian Calendar, which 
placed (he length of the pear at 
3G5 
1-4 days, thus accumulat- 


ing three extra days • every 400 
years due to the fact that the 
length of the year was slightly in- 
accurate.

JAPANESE ASSIMILABILTTY 


The Japanese cabinet has approved a bill which, 


when it is passed by the Diet, will permit Japanese 
residing in foreign countries to give up their Japan" 
ese natiorfality, provided they have not served in the 
Japanese Army, and to assume the nationality of a 
foreign country without any abligation to their na- 
tive land. This revision of legislation is intended to 
render a body blow to the argument that the Japan- 
ese are not assimilable. It will allow the children 
born of Japanese parentage in the United States who 
have now both American and Japanese citizenship to 
discard the latter. 


The proposed legislative change will render the 


position of the Japanese in the United States reason- 
able. There is no doubt in anyone's mind about the 
undesirability of citizens who owe allegiance to two 
countries. We are right in feeling that they can 
never really belong to us. Everyone must recognize 
that in their own minds the present situation results 
in complications. 


The plea of unassimilability has been the bul- 


wark of the argument of the American exclusion pol- 
icy and even the opponents of the policy must 
acknowledge that there is reason in the contention 
that an individual who is bound to the country of his 
birth with strong bonds will not "be free to support 
another country. So it has been with the Japanese. 
There has always been the barrier of allegiance to his 
own country. Furthermore, it has caused many peo- 
ple to distrust the Japanese. Many have felt, and 
excusably, that when a Japanese professed fidelity to 
this country, paid homage to its institutions, and'ap- 
peared willing to sacrifice for it when necessary, there 
was grave reason to mistrust him because, they rea 
soned, he could not sincerely feel, as he professed to 
feel and at the same tune be bound to the Mikado. 


If the pending legislation is passed, his citizenry 


will be up to him, unless, of course, lie has served in 
the army of the Mikado. 


The Japanese in the United States should feel 


glad for their release providing their professions of 
patriotism to the United States are sincere, as un- 
doubtedly many of them have been.
